The Ventilation systc-u 
eliaiigcs ev- 


ery particle of air every five minutes. 


The impurities in a COAV barn are tho 


carbons, that raise from the liquid and 
solid manure, which nre heavier than 
air, and settle within two feet «C floor. 
Milk absorbes this manure or bacteria. 
We have a tile drain in manure trough, 
that takes all liquid manure out of 
bam, as soon as dropped. 


Our-ventilation system takes all the 


air from the., floor, thus taking all the 
impurities out of barn and

Planning To Purify Ohio River 


Concerning the reported determin- 


ation of the Federal Government to 
order the purification of the Ohio 
river, the Cincinnati Times-Star said 
Friday: 


Elimination of the.pollution of the 


Ohio river is not fnr off. The Feder- 
al Government has sent intimations 
to the State Department that it will 
soon order the purification of the 
stream. 
The State Department is 


ready to step in and issue orders for 
the .immediate construction of sewage 
disposal systems in Cincinnati and 
other river cities that now unload 
their sewage into the Ohio. 


These facts were stated Thursday 


hy F. H. Waring, principal assistant 
engineer of the Ohio State Health De- 
partment, who has been in Cincin- 
nati investigating the Duck 
Creek 


and Muddy Creek nuisances. 


"The State Board of Health has 


been ready for some time to issue 
orders for the disposal of sewage io 
some other way than its discharge In- 
to the river," Warlug said. "It has 
taken the position, however, that it 
will not compel the river cities iu 
Ohio to build disposal plants until 
the other states along the river and 
its tributaries take similar action. 
The Ohio river is now receiving the 
limit of its burden of sewage pollu- 
tion. The time is rapidly approndi- 


wlth the same claim.

CARHi A. THOMPSON for GOVERNOR 


Son of a coal miner, Carmi A. Thompson, uow fifty-two 


years of ape, began life in Hie mines of southern Ohio, work- 
ing as his father's helper after school and during vacations. 


Working his way through Ohio State University by do- 


ing odd jobs he graduated in 1892, in the Arts course, and 
after teaching for two years in a high school resumed Ins 
studies and graduated in law. 


He enlisted in the Spanish American War and returned 


home a Major. A soldier himself, he knows the needs of the 
soldier.

Three terms city solicitor of Ironton. Ohio; two terms mem- 
ber of the House of Representatives, serving as Speaker of 
the House in his second term; twice elected Secretary of 
State by splendid majorities; named by President Taft as 
issislunt Secretary of the Interior at Washington; appointed 
Executive Secretary to President Taft. and as Treasurer of 
the United States. He was a member of the advisory commit- 
tee of the World Conference on the Limitation of Armaments 
and chairman of the sub-committee which drafted the reso- 
lution prohibiting the use of poisonous gas in warfare.

Holland and Switzerland between 
fiO.OOO.OOO and 
70.000.000 French 


franc*, wHch had been on deposit in 
American and other foreign banks in 
Paris, the Associated Press learned 
this afternoon. 


The money was hurriedly with- 


drawn, it is understood, in anticipa- 
tion of its being seized by the French 
government as part of the penalties 
to be imposed upon Germany for her 
refusal to pay the 2,000,000 pounds 
sterling installment due for private 
debts contracted before the war with 
Frenchmen. 


These penalties, are to become ef 


fective beginning at noon tomorrow, 
nntl although their exact nature has 
been carefully guarded by the govern- 
ment it has been assumed that all 
German bank deposits in' France, Al- 
a see-Lorraine and possibly in occu- 
pied territory, would be confiscated to 
meet this payment,' It is emphasized 
in official quiirters tbat the funds on 
deposit in Paris were sufficient . to 
pay more than half of the August 
debt Installment. 


The Paris deposits, it was learned, 


were 
withdrawn by telegraph anfl 


telephone when Premier 
Foincare's 


last reply to the German government 
on this 
question was'received in 


Berlin. 


A very small percentage of the de- 


posits of German banks has 
been 


kept 
with French 
institutions in 


Paris. Thfe money has been entirely 
withdrawn.
